The advent of this “homble fadividaal”
apon the stage of Presidential life was pre-
ceded by an exhibition of his utter disregari
of all the decenvies of humanity whioch drew
from the American people a ory of shame and
indignation. Yet in the midst of the great
oslamity by whioh he was made President, the
loyal people displayed towards him the largest
charity, both forgeiting aund forgiving.

They orowd into Legls-
Intores and loto Congress to sell thair votesto
the highest bidder, to retard the progress of
good measures, to facilitate the passage of bad
laws, and to exert an influnenos st onos preju-
dlcial to the public and advantageons to their
individoal interesta. They seek offloes of
trust and all stations which ‘‘stealings’ ocan
make luorative with the avidity of a shark in
purauit of & man everboard, and they have so
terribly demoralized the administration of
national, State, and municipal affairs that ex-
travaganoe and corruption have beoome the
rale, and economy and honesty the exception.

The impartial history of Earopean nations
has given a virid ploture of the orimes, corrup-
tions, and mischievous inflaence exercised by
the courtiers of various comntries who alter-
nately pandered to the worst vicea of bad
movarchs and thwarted the good intentions
of kings who, in their day and generation,
were wise and jnst man, Professional poli-
tiolans are the courtiers of the United States;
and taking the range of all parties and all
sectione, they conld be safely baocked for the
first prize for astute villaluy st any grand lo-
